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Catherine was the daughter of Francois Bourgeois and Marie Anne Fayard. 
Marie Anne was the daughter of Jean Fayard and Francoise Fisseau and was born in 
Natchitoches, where Jean was putting in his military service at the time. Francois 
Bourgeois and his wife must have moved to the Bay St. Louis area in the latter 20 
years of the 1700's, because there is connection of this family with other Gulf 
Coast families in the baptismal and marriage records covering that period. 

Louis Auguste and Catherine married in Biloxi in 1801. They were 


living along the Gulf Coast already, when they were courting. 


On the fifth day of May, 1801, I, Don Juan Francisco 
Vaugeois, Parish Priest of the Church of Our Lady of the 
Conception of Mobile, being on a visit to the Coast of 
Blioxi, at an Oratory which had been established, and having 
dispensed with the banns for lack of time, with permission 
of the illustrious Bishop of this Diocese, and with no 
Canonical impediment resulting from the information which 
I have now orally taken, preceding the mutual consent of the 
contracting (parties), I see and give the nuptial blessing 
at Mass to Luis Augusto LaFontaine, native of New Orleans, 
legitimate son of majority age of Pedro LaFontaine and 
Ana Marie Desbois, resident of this parish, on one part, and 
Catarina Bourgeois, legitimate daughter of majority age of 
the deceased Francois Bourgeois and of Mariane Fayard, 
native of this parish on the other part. They both ac- 
knowledge (recognize) their daughters, Julienne, who was 
born 16 November 1795, Maria Evelina born 27 February 1798, 
and one child, unbaptised, born 29 June 1800, in the presence 
of the father of the groom, with the consent of the mother 
of the bride given in writing, and in presence also of Pierre 
Fayard and Pierre Karcaux, witnessed by both of them who did 
not sign, and, because of which, I hereby sign it for them 
today in Mobile 24 May 1801. (Mobile Cathedral, MB1, p. 93)

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announcing an excursion, contained what might be the first mention of Amite in a 
newspaper. The article refers to Amite, one of the stations along the route, as a place 
designed for rest and refreshments. By August 1854, the track had been completed 
between New Orleans and Osyka, Mississippi. A later article in the Picayune reported that 
on August 17, 1854, an excursion train carried a large party of gentlemen from New 
Orleans to Osyka and back. The president of the railroad, Colonel Cole, and its chief 
engineer, Mr. Grant were in attendance. The visitors were treated to fishing in the 
Tangipahoa River and a ride to the state line before a formal banquet under the branches 
of a large old oak tree. Colonel William Christy presided and in a speech filled with 
classical allusion, named the new town Fillmore City. The name of Fillmore City did not 
persist and eventually the town took the name Amite. The survey for the town called Amite 
was made in 1860 by Major J.M. Wentz and N.J. Herex. The following year the town was 
incorporated as Amite City. As the town began to grow with homes and businesses the 
Methodists and Presbyterians built a single building to house both congregations. 
Archbishop Jean Marie Odin of New Orleans established the first Roman Catholic Parish 
in Amite when he sent Father John Scollard, around 1868, to take up religious work in the 
new community. Early parishioners were the Clements, Durnins, Illys, Kopflers, Sharkeys, 
and Weigles. A young deacon in the Episcopal Church, Herman Cope Duncan, 
participated in the establishment of an Episcopal parish in the new town. By April of 1873, 
Duncan's labors along the railroad line had resulted in two new church buildings - the 
Church of the Incarnation in Amite and the Church of the Annunciation in Ponchatoula. 
The year 1869 proved important in the life of Amite because in that year Amite became the 
parish seat of the new parish of Tangipahoa created by Act No. 54 of the Louisiana 
Legislature. Members of the Amite City government, Mayor Henry Bankston and Aldermen 
G.R. Green, F.W. Huling, J.P. Longley, C.S. Stewart, W. Welhausen, and John Wentz 
were instrumental in securing creation of the new parish. The year 1869 also proved 
important in the history of Amite, for in that year the Gullet Gin Company located there. 
The firm came to Amite because its original plant at Aberdeen, Mississippi was destroyed 
during the Civil War. The charter of the Gullet Gin Company capitalized at $18,000 was 
recorded March 2, 1870. The firm continued to produce cotton gins into the middle of the 
twentieth century employing as many as 250 people. In 1937, the Honorable Harry D. 
Wilson (1869-1948) former Louisiana Commissioner of Agriculture wrote an article about 
early Amite for the "News Digest” Newspaper. In the article he says, "Amite was founded 
over 100 years ago as an Indian trading post, and was quite a hustling town of some 
1,500 or 1,800 inhabitants when | went to work for the late Jacob Stern in his general 
merchandise store 56 years ago. At that time we did not depend on strawberries and 
vegetables for business. Amite was a real cotton market. It was the trading center for 30 to 
40 miles on every side. At that time, there was more cotton handled in one day than is now 
handled in a whole season. Our citizenship has changed greatly and as rapidly as our 
trade territory and our agriculture industries. If my recollection serves me correctly, on 
March 1, 1881, the day | was installed as uncle Jake Stern’s counter hopper, chicken coop 
maker, and general all around country store helper, the following citizens

Marie Gargaret, Martha's daughter, moved with her mother and step-father 
to the Ocean Springs area, where she met Jean Ryan of Savannah, Georgia. They were 
married in Mobile by the pastor, Rev. P. J. Rau. 


On August 11, 1786, I, the undersigned, have administered 
the nuptial blessing to Jean Ryan, son of the deceased Daniel 
Ryan and Marguerite Botler (Botter) originally from the City 
of Savannah, capital of Georgia in America, and living in this 
parish, on one part, and of Marie Gargare, minor daughter of 
the deceased Michel Gargare and of Martha Pasque, his wife, 
present and consenting to the said marriage. The aforesaid 
Marie Gargare, originally of New Orleans, Capital of Louisiana, 
and living in this parish of Mobile, is of this dependent 
province of Spain. The said marriage has been administered by 
me, the undersigned, according to the rites and formalities 
of our Holy Mother the Church, Catholic, Apostolic and Roman. 
Nothing to my knowledge is before me as an impediment to the 
aforesaid. The three banns of marriage have been seen as use- 
less. We are witnesses to the marriage, to the age and to the 
liberty of parties,because of the attachment of the wife to 
the Catholic religion.

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Hello, 

| just ran across your volume “Who Married Whom" for Jasper Co., Ms. In it you 
listed Alexander Phillips m. Anna McDaniel, 1837 MR. I would like very much to have a 
copy of the Marriage Record if it is available. Can you help me? I had the 1850 census 
information and had learned from the death certificate of one of their children, Anne’s 
maiden name. I suspect she was a widow of a McDaniel and therefore that is not her 
maiden name, however, that may not be the case. I do not know if they were married in 
Jasper Co., MS or im Alabama. Although the census states that the oldest boy was born in 
Aiabama I don't know where in Alabama as I have never been able to locate Alexander in 
Alabama. It is family tradition that he had a brother named Jesse b. Al, 1817. Ihave not 
been able to verify they are brothers nor have I identifed their father. Is the marriage 
record from Alabama’? It is possible that the oldest son, Daniel, is not Alexander's son. An 
old man, Daniel Phillips, died in Marengo Co., Al in 1840 but was on the 1840 census 
with a boy 0-5 years old. It takes a stretch of the imagination but if Alexander was related 
to the old man then he might have taken the boy to raise. 


You might want to just ignore all this and tell me how I can obtain the marriage 
record. For that I would be grateful. Your work on the Jasper Co. records is monumental 
given the paucity of public records from that county I was amazed at the volume "Who 
Lived Where" for Greene Co., MS. I don't suppose that you would be able to do that for 
Jasper Co.? IT know Alexander lived around Garlandville. He was next door to Joshua 
Terrell or Terral for whom I understand that there is a published genealogy. Shreve 
Library does not have that volume, however.

Many of you southern Ryan researchers have run into two large controversies in your Isaac Ryan, born 
1768, research, One is whether Isaac is the son of Daniel Ryan and brother to John Jacob Ryan and the 
other is a possible marriage to a Matilda Lawrence. Below is an account of a raft trip down the Pascagoula 
River in 1813 from the Pascagoula Democrat Star dated 13 July 1888. In the article, the author states that 
Thomas Bilbo and Isaac Ryan were brother-in-laws, apparently by their own admission. The Thomas 
Bilbo/Ann Lawrence marriage is well established. Ann's parents, Joseph and Ann Lawrence, were in the 
area(McIntosh Bluff) to produce Matilda. There is ample evidence of Lawrence influence in the names of 
the Isaac Ryan descendants.Much more than Gaines. In fact, the Gaines name appears more in the Bilbo 
line. The Lawrence influence in child naming begins with the second son John, born in 1794 and continues 
through to George in 1811. Ann, born in 1807 has both a Margaret and a Matilda. 

Below is the account of the raft trip. I leave it to you to spectulate on whether Isaac was married to 
Margaret Gaines, Matilda Lawrence or both. I am a Thomas Bilbo/Ann Lawrence/John Jacob Ryan 
descendant with no axe to grind. The facts in the article appear to be correct. A tributary of the Pasagoula 
River does extend to within 5 miles of Waynesburg, Tenn. Thomas and Isaac were two of the best off in 
the Territory. From all accounts, ggggrandfather Thomas did not continue his boat building here in Lake 
Charles.

REMINISCENCES 

Early Days of Jackson County 

Editor Democrat Star: 

If you find room on your pages, I will give you a brief history of my first trip to Jackson County, in 1813. 
I was then a boy about eight years of age; had been in school two years and a half, and was a fair average 
boy of my age. My father was told by an old Indian that this was a very fine country, and he decided to 
come down. He built a large boat with two large cypress trees. The boat being ready we left our home, 
which was in Wayne County, near where the town of Waynesboro is now located. Our crew consisted of 


the old Black Jack, the old Indian (who called himself Pushmataha) and myself. That was a trying time, 
and the neighbors were on the banks of thr river to see us depart. After a hearty shaking of hands the boat

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was shoved off. Just as we started Old Jack broke out with his favorite tune - 
"Up Roanoke and down the river, 

Two overseers and one pore Black." 

Which seemed to revive my spirits, and we got on all right. 


We were now coming right through a wild, wilderness country. We had plenty of sport all the way down. 
We would see old bears coming down trees, or with their cubs on sand bars shuffling off for dear life; 
droves of deer scampering away, and turkeys by the thousands. Old "Push" with his old gun would knock 
one over just whenever he wanted to. Here let me say more about that Indian. He said he was born on 
Choctaw Point and claimed to be a relative of Pushmataha, who was the Chief of the Choctaws in the War 
of 1812, and who gave 300 of his warriors to General Jackson, and they were with him in the cattles of the 
Cowpens and Tallapoosa, which wound up the Indian War. 


We were soon in the Pascagoula River. The first man we met on the way was McManus. We found him 
quite a gentleman, and he told us about the convention and all their trouble. The next was Thomas Bilbo. 
Bilbo was a man of note in the county, and was in the legislature when the lines of Jackson County were 
established. He was a surveyor, and run out all those Spanish grants. He was also a boat builder, and 
supplied the old settlers with boats, and the Bilbo model is still kept up. Isaac Ryan his brother-in-law, 
lived just below him on the river, and they were the rich men of the county at that time. They were among 
the first settlers on the river. 

When we came by they were all camping in the cane brake to keep out of the way of the Indians. Old 
Nancy Davis would have the men in arms at every shriek of the night owl. She would not let the children 
cry, though there was not an Indian this side of the Bigby River. 


John Cramer lived at Rice's Bluff. He had a number of boys, one of whom had just been killed by Mr. 
Lewis, the grandfather of our present sheriff. It was said to have been done in self-defense. The next on the 
route was Wm. Cates, then James Ware, at Martin's Bluff, and then Piere Ladnier,lower down. Those who 
lived above the line of demarcation were in the Territory, and those below were under Spanish authority 
and law. Dupre lived just below McManus, and was all the time in a row with those below him. He wanted 
to smuggle, but they would push him so close he could not do it. They met one day out back of Plum Bluff 
and had a fight, in which one of the three Davies was killed, the uncle of Judge Davis. 


Coming on down we found Mr. Budreaux, his brother-in-law, Mr, Bang, and Mr. Lewis, a daring young 
lawyer from Kentucky. They were on the West side , Bapt. Delmas, the Krsbses, the Rabys, the Elys, the 
Cumbests and the Duponts were all on the east side of the river. They all lived in small houses built with 
mud and sticks, and nicely plastered with lime. Their chief occupation was burning lime for the New 
Orleans market. Some make tar for the same market. They had three smal! schooners to carry their 
products to market. Capt. Delmas seemed to be the leading man among them. 

Thus we found the early settlement of Jackson County seventy-five years ago.

We also talked about John Jacob Ryan, who is supposed to be a son of Daniel Ryan. t get most of my 
information on John Jacob from one of his descendants — Charles Aicock mailto:alcock@cox-internet.com who 
lives in Lake Charles. According to Charles Alcock, 


Jacob Ryan Sr. was bom between 1768 and 1772 in Pensacola, Fla. The family moved to Georgia and then 
Louisiana in the late 1700s. Jacob Sr. married Mary Anne Hargrave in 1793 in St. Martin Parish. in 1802 or 
1803, Ryan moved to the Vermilion River and then in 1817 relocated further west to a site near Bayou D'inde, 
later known as the Prairie or Vincent Settlement. 


The Ryans had 13 children. The last, Mary Anne Ryan, bom March 1, 1818, is thought to be the first white 
child born in the west Calcasieu area. 


Jacob and Mary had only two sons: Isaac, born March 1, 1805, and Jacob Jr., born Feb. 14, 1816. Isaac 
Ryan met a tragic end when he died fighting at the Battle of the Alamo in 1836. Jacob Sr., died Sept. 7, 1846. 


JOHN JACOB RYAN AND MARY ANNE HARGRAVE 


It was in Pensacola. Florida, according to the best available information, between 1768 and 1772. that John 
Jacob Ryan was born to Daniel Ryan and his wife, Marguerite Barclay. It is believed that Daniel Ryan came 
to West Florida with or soon after the British took over that Section from the Spaniards in 1763: married and 
lived there with his family for several years before migrating to Georgia. 


The exact date when John J. Ryan and his sister, Celeste, who married Francis Daniel. came to the 
Attakapas Country, is not known. Records in St. Martin Parish show that he registered his brand in 1792. He 
was married in 1793 to Mary Anne Hargrove, daughter of Benjamin Hargrave and Rebecca Gaultney of 
Virginia. Francis Daniel and William Grecien were witnesses to the Rvan-Hargrave marriage in St. Martin 
Parish. 


Adjoining land grants were received by John Jacob Ryan, Benjamin Hargrove [his father-in-law), and Francis 
Daniel [his brother-in-law) in 1802 and 1803, on the west side of the Vermilion River below Abbeville. 


Twelve of the children of John Jacob Ryan and Mary Anne Hargrave were born on the Vermilion Bayou land 
grant. In 1817 they left this home on the bayou, boarded a schooner and sailed for the Rio Hondo Lands. 
Sailing up the Big River(Calcasieu). they lowered their anchor on the west bank of the river and went ashore 
at a site near indian Marias (Bayou d’Inde), which they chose for their home. This site came to be known later 
as the Prairie or Vincent Settlement. !t was here, in 1818, that their thirteenth child, named for her mother, 
was born and she was reputed to be the first white child bom west of the Calcasieu River. 

The present day Citgo and Firestone Refineries are on the Vincent Settlement site. The community is now 
known as Rose Bluff, named after Rose Pujo. 


Charles Alcock has this to say about Isaac Ryan: 
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People remember the Alamo, but they may have forgotten Isaac Ryan. The brother of early pioneer and 
“Father of Lake Charles," Jacob Ryan Jr. lsaac Ryan died on March 6, 1836 at the Alamo. 


At the Alamo 189 volunteers held off invading Mexican troops for 13 days. Their numbers have been 
estimated from 1,600 to as many as 6,000. The battle of the Alamo is one of the best-known battles of the 
Texas revolution. The siege began on Feb. 23 and lasted though March 6. 

The Mexican Army commanded by Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna took the Alamo, but at a heavy price. 


Residents in Calcasieu Parish were among the first to get the news of the Alamo's fate. It was on March 28, 
1836 22 days after the fall of the Texas garrison. 


isaac Ryan was the son of John Jacob Ryan Sr. and the former Marie Hargrave. He was born on March 1, 
1805, at Perry's Bridge just south of Abbeville, La., in what is now Vermilion Parish. 

A March 28, 1836 diary entry made by Thomas Rigmaiden, !saac's brother-intaw, stated: “Heard of the total 
defeat of the American troops in the Fort at San Antonia (sic) by Santa Anna. Stopped ail night at Mr. 
Ryan's.” 


In an 1980 interview, the late Marie Ryan, great-grandniece of Isaac Ryan, said, “Uncle isaac went to the 
Austin Colony in 1834 because he heard Texas needed good men." Isaac also idolized Jim Bowie and 
probably spent some time with him between 1834 and the fail of the Alamo. His father's business dealings 
had brought him in connect with the Bowie brathers and Jean Lafitte. 


She said Ryan then made the trip to Texas aboard one of his father's schooners carrying rough tumber to 
Galveston, Texas. Marie Ryan said in her 1980 interview that Isaac most likely joined Travis' command at 
San Felipe de Austin, headquarters for the Austin Colony. it was here Travis had been recruiting men for 
about two months. 


Ryan was listed on the Alamo's rolls as a private and infantry rifleman, records show. 
Isaac Ryan was not the only Louisianian to die at the Alamo, but he was the only one from Lake Charles. 
The others from Louisiana were members of the “New Orleans Grays," a volunteer group from New Orleans. 


Their flag flew over the Alamo during the 13-day siege and was captured by the Mexicans. It can be seen ina 
museum in Mexico City. Isaac’s company was assigned to protect a cannon mount on the north wall of the 
Alamo. This was one of the hardest hit positions in the battle. 


He celebrated his 31st birthday on March 1, 1836 during the siege. This was the same day 32 militiamen from 
Gonzales broke through the Mexican lines to join the garrison. These would be the only reinforcements the 
garrison was to receive during the siege. On March 3, Travis learned there would be no more help. He gave 
his men a choice to escape or stay to fight. His plan from the beginning was to buy time for Sam Houston to 
train and organize the Texas army before Santa Anna could sweep across Texas. It had worked, but now the 
end had come. 


The story goes that Travis drew a line in the sand with his sword. He asked all of those who would stand with 
him to the death to cross over. All, including Isaac Ryan, complied. As the freezing moming of March 6, 1836 
dawned the Mexican buglers began played the eerie ~* Deguelfo," which told the Alamo defenders no 
prisoners would be taken. The Mexican army then made its final deadly assault on the Alamo’s cannon- 
battered walls with nearly 2,000 troops attacking from all sides. The Alamo fell within 90 minutes. The 
Mexicans took no prisoners, but did release some civilians found in the garrison. They burned the bodies of 
the Alamo's defenders. Estimates of the deaths on the Mexican side range from 600 to 2,000. 


Ryan was at the north wall, so he was most likely among the first to die. The records state only that he “fell 
with Travis.” This wall was where a battery of eight-pounder cannons was located. 

Isaac's name appears inside the Alamo on a metal plaque, one of many found throughout the mission 
building listing the names of the other defenders. 

There are no written accounts about Isaac Ryan's last days, but a plaque on the Alamo's main door may sum 
it all up. It says: “Be silent, friend, here heroes died so that other men may be free."

SOUTHWEST LOUISIANA, THE ALAMO AND SANTA ANNA 


When Louisiana was purchased from France in 1803 several American statesmen contended that the territory of Texas was included. The 
argument continued until the Fiorida Purchase Treaty was signed in 1819 whereby the Sabine River was agreed upon as the border between 
the U.S. and the Spanish Texas. Two years later Texas became part of the Mexican republic when Mexico won her independence from Spain. 
in 1827 President ADAMS tried to purchase either all or part of Texas; tater President JACKSON also tried but Mexico did not want to part 
with this prized possession. 

The young republic of Mexico encouraged the settlement of its vast hoidings in Texas by granting !ands to settlers at low costs. As many 
immigrants rushed to Texas for cotton and grain lands, southwest Louisiana became one of the gateways to the west, since the Sabine River 
between Louisiana and Texas was easily forded in several places. By 1830 the Mexicans became anxious at the swelling Anglo-American 
population in Texas and began to discourage immigrants. By 1835 there were about 20,000 Anglo-Americans and only about 3,000 Mexicans 
in Texas. Mexico feared that if this rate of immigration continued, Texas would fail into the hands of the U.S. After all, the immigrants were of a 
different nationality, spoke a different language and only paid nominal allegiance to the Mexican government and Catholic church. As a result, 
new laws were passed forbidding new American colonists, prohibiting slaves. establishing high taxes and duties and enforcing military rules in 
the Texas province. Grievances soon became discontent, and discontent soon led to rebellion! 


in 1832 the War for Texas Independence began at Anahuac, Texas, just 100 miles west of Lake Charles, when a smail group of rebels under 
the command of Lt. Col. WILLIAM BARRET TRAVIS captured a Mexican garrison there. Troubles in Texas posed a potential threat to the 
people of southwest Louisiana. Tales of atrocities by the Mexicans were told by refugees fleeing over the border to safety in Louisiana. 


Piots for winning independence from Spain were sometimes hatched in the cafes and coffee houses of New Orleans. When the War for Texas 
independence began in 1835 hundreds of Louisianians signed up to fight or give supplies to the rebellion. Tradition states that many men from 
southwest Louisiana crossed the Sabine into Texas and fought with the Texans for their independence from Mexico. We will probably not ever 
know ail their names, nor can we prove ail of their claims. This is not unusual. Texas’ defenders were volunteers who just came to fight in a 
battle, and not to enlist for the duration. At that time, battles were being fought and volunteers just rode up to fight. Record keeping, when it 
existed at all, was haphazard and incomplete. 


However, the service of ISSAC RYAN. who fought and died at the historic battle of the Alamo, has been documented. RYAN was a member of 
one of the pioneer families of the Lake Charles area. He was bom on 1 March 1805 at Perry's Bridge, La., in what is now Vermilion Parish. 
RYAN was the son of JOHN JACOB RYAN, SR. and MARY ANN (MARIE) HARGROVE and the brother of JACOB RYAN, JR., who is often 
styled as the “Father of Lake Charles". When RYAN was 12 years old, his family moved further westward and settled in southwest Louisiana, 
at Lake Charles. ISSAC RYAN is said to have first visited Texas aboard one of his father's schooners which was carrying rough lumber from 
the rich forests of southwest Louisiana to Galveston. The late MARIE RYAN, grandniece of ISSAC RYAN. said that he went to the Austin 
Colony in 1834 because he heard Texas needed good men.

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Alamo, died at the north wail of the old mission as the final battle began. Alamo records list RYAN as a private and infantry rifleman. 


isi n who fought at the Alamo were members of the New Orleans Grays, a volunteer organization from New Orleans, took 
San nthe 1a day age of the Alamo. Their flag, which can now be seen in a museum in Mexico City, flew over the mission until it bet 
captured by the Mexican forces. All these men were either killed in battle or were captured and siain by the Mexicans. JIM BOWIE™ o 
Opelousas, Louisiana, who became famous for his use of the BOWIE knife, also died at the Alamo. The heroes have no graves to mark their 
passing.

This diagram shows the precise positions and lines of fire for both the Texicans and Mexicans, as well as the path of the 
final assault by the Mexican troops. {t also supposedly marks the spot where the Alamo defenders bodies were burned on a funeral pyre...the 
place where the Rivercenter Mall of San Antonio stands today. it also shows an old cemetery which is purported to contain more than 1,300 
people who were buried in the chapel and courtyard within the compound walls of the old mission. The last known burial in the old cemetery 
was in 1792, after which Mission San Antonio de Valero was secularized and the priests moved out and military forces used the old building 


as a presidio or fort. 


However, other evidence suggests that the bones of RYAN, BOWIE, CROCKETT and other defenders of the Alamo may lie inside a marble 
coffin inside the San Fernando Cathedral in San Antonio. These remains were found in 1936 when workers were digging 4 foundation for a 
new altar for the old church. The bones were found near the steps of the original San Fernando Church, just where Lt. Col. JUAN SEGUIN 
said he had buried them. SEGUIN was sent to bury the charred remains of the defenders a year after the battle. It is not known how many 
people are in the coffin. The remains are said to include charred bones and coat buttons. The Smithsonian National Museum of Natural 
History has agreed to conduct testing on these remains. 


After the defeat at the Alamo, the Texas Army was in retreat; there seemed to be nothing that would stop the advancing 5000 men of the 
Mexican Army. Texas settlers began fleeing to the safety of Louisiana, barely having time to gather food and clothing. The trails and roads 
were crowded with wagons and carts trying to cross the rain-swollen streams and the flooded rivers. The flight of these Texas colonists is 
known as the "Runaway Scrape”. 
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“Remember the Alamo!" became the rallying cry for patriotism and fighting spirit in the Texas War for Independence. It paid tribute to the 
courage of the defenders, while reminding of the barbaric practices of the Mexicans.

An entry in the diary of 
ISSAC RYAN'S brother-in-law, THOMAS RIGMAIDEN whose diary is of great historic value, stated: "heard of the total defeat of the American 
troops in the Fort at San Antonia (sic) by SANTA ANNA. Stopped all night at Mr. RYAN'S." 


But what happened to SANTA ANNA? This notorious Mexican general, was captured at the Baffle of San Jacinto on 21 April 1836, and the 
War for Texas Independence was won.

weapons were tested and improved; young men gained experience to become leaders in the next war. Both LEE and ULYSSES S. GRANT, 
who would play major roles in the War Between the States, were young officers during this war. 


By the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo on 2 February 1848 the Rio Grande River was established as the U.S.-Mexican border, and New Mexico 
and California were ceded to the U.S. The way for westward expansion was clear. And once more SANTA ANNA was exiled from his home 
land! 


The Mexican General SANTA ANNA took a great toll of American lives. He changed or influenced the lives of most people in Louisiana and 
Texas, as well as many in the rest of the country. The Fall of the Alamo occurred 160 years ago, but the old mission-fort still stands as a 
shrine to Texas Liberty and the courage of a few heroic men against overwhelming odds. It's heroes are not forgotten. Their battle cry is 
remembered, their names are enshrined in the Alamo's Chapel, re-enactors perform historical vignettes about the battle, and hundreds of their 
descendants live on in America today.

But what happened to SANTA ANNA? This notorious Mexican general, was captured at the Baffle of San Jacinto on 21 April 1836, and the War for Texas Independence was won. He was then 
sent across the Sabine River and was briefly imprisoned at old Fort Atkinson in Lake Charles while he was being taken to Washington, D. C. to meet President JACKSON. Fort Atkinson was an 
ald brick fort located on the northeast side of Lake Charles, near what is now the old BILBO Cemetery on the lake, adjacent to the Veteran's Memorial Park. 

SANTA ANNA was exiled to Cuba, and was supposedly unable to create any more mischief. However, when the U.S. annexed Texas, Mexico promptly broke off diplomatic relations; she had 
never Officially recognized Texas' independence. SANTA ANNA returned to Mexico to lead his armies once again against the American forces under General ZACHARY TAYLOR in 1845. 


Because of SANTA ANNA'S experienced leadership, the war resulted in the death of many Americans. Many died from heat, malaria and other diseases. But many more died from the fierce 
Mexican lancers and almost suicidal onslaughts of SANTA ANNA'S forces. 


The Mexican War was a proving ground for weapons and men in the upcoming War Between the States. Leaders polished their tactics; weapons were tested and improved; young men gained 
experience to become leaders in the next war. Both LEE and ULYSSES S. GRANT, who would play major roles in the War Between the States, were young officers during this war. 


By the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo on 2 February 1848 the Rio Grande River was established as the U.S.-Mexican border, and New Mexico and California were ceded to the U.S. The way for 
westward expansion was clear. And once more SANTA ANNA was exiled from his home land! 


The Mexican General SANTA ANNA took a great toll of American lives. He changed or influenced the lives of most people in Louisiana and Texas, as well as many in the rest of the country. The 
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Fall of the Alamo occurred 160 years ago, but the old missior-fort still stands as a shrine to Texas Liberty and the courage of a few heroic men against overwhelming odds. It’s heroes are not 


forgotten. Their battle cry is remembered, their names are enshrined in the Alamo's Chapel, re-enactors perform historical vignettes about the battle, and hundreds of their descendants live on in 
America today.

REMINISCENCES 
Early Days of Jackson County 
Editor Democrat Star: | 


If you find room on your pages, I will give you a brief history of my 
first trip to Jackson County, in 1813. 

I was then a boy about eight years of age; had been in school two 
years and a half, and was a fair average boy of my age. My father was 
told by an old Indian that this was a very fine country, and he decided 
to come down. He built a large boat with two large cypress trees. The 
boat being ready we left our home, which was in Wayne County, near 
where the town of Waynesboro is now located. Our crew consisted of 
the old negro Jack, the old Indian (who called himself Pushmataha), 
and myself. That was a trying time, and the neighbors were on the 
banks of the river to see us depart. After a hearty shaking of hands the 
boat was shoved off, Just as we started Old Jack broke out with his 
favorite tune - 

"Up Roanoke and down the river, 

Two overseers and one pore nigger." 

Which seemed to revive my spirits, and we got on all right. 


We were now coming right through a wild, wilderness country. We 
had plenty of sport all the way down. We would see old bears coming 
down trees, or with their cubs on sandbars shuffling off for dear life; 
droves of deer scampering away, and turkeys by the thousands. Old 
"Push" with his old gun would knock one over just whenever he 
wanted to. Here let me say more about that Indian. He said he was 
born on Choctaw Point and claimed to be a relative of Pushmataha, 
who was the Chief of theChoctaws in the War of 1812, and who gave 
300 of his warriors toGeneral Jackson, and they were with him in the 
Battles of the Cowpens and Tallapoosa, which wound au the Indian 
War. 


We were soon in the Pascagoula River. The first man we met on the 
way was McManus. We found him quite a gentleman, and he told us 
about the convention and all their trouble. The next was Thomas 
Bilbo. Bilbo was a man of note in the county, and was in the 
legislature when the lines of Jackson County were established. He 
was a surveyor, and run out all those Spanish grants . He was also a 
boat builder, and supplied the old settlers with boats, and the Bilbo 
model is still kept up. Isaac Ryan, his brother-in-law, lived just below 
him on the river, and they were the rich men of the county at that 
time. They were among the first settlers on the river. 

When we came by they were all camping in the cane brake to keep 
out of the way of the Indians . Old Nancy Davis would have the men 
in arms at every shriek of the night owl. She would not let the 
children cry, though there was not an Indian this side of the Bigby 
River. 
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John Cramer lived at Rice's Bluff. He had a number of boys, one of 
whom had just been killed by Mr. Lewis, the grandfather of our 
present sheriff. It was said to have been done in self- defense. The 
next on the route was Wm. Cates, then James Ware, at Martin's Bluff, 
and then Pierre Ladnier, lower down. Those who lived above the line 
of demarcation were in the Territory, and those below were under 
Spanish authority and law. Dupre lived just below McManus, and 
was all the time in a row with those below him. He wanted to . 
smuggle, but they would push him so close he could not do it. They 
met one day out back of Plum Bluff and had a fight, in which one o f 


the three Davies was killed, the uncle of Judge Davis. 


Coming on down we found Mr. Budreaux, his brother-in-law, Mr, 
Bang, and Mr. Lewis, a daring young lawyer from Kentucky. They 
were on the Westside, Bapt. Delmas, the Krsbses, the Rabys , the - 
Elys, the Cumbests and the Duponts were all on the east side of the 
river. They all lived in small houses built with mud and sticks, and 
nicely plastered with lime Their chief occupation,was burning lime, 


for.the New Orleans market. Some make tar for the same market. - 


They had three small schooners to carry their products to market. 
Capt. Delmas seemed to be the leading man among them. 


Thus we-found. the early settlement of Jackson County, seventy-five,

There is oral lore in Isaac's descendants that when he was young his 
family was attacked by Indians and Isaac was captured and lived with 
the Indians. In the story, the other members of the family perish. »: 
We know that the father, Daniel, died about that time and that the 
members of the family, minus Isaac, ended up in Louisiana. There. 


was a Young Gaines living in the area that was skilled in dealing with « 


the Indians; having a second wife who was ar hndtan native to the 


area. Gaines could have rescued Isaac and cared for him for a number 


of years. As a young man, Isaac owned land between St Stephens and: 
Mcintosh Bluff next to the Gaines and there are clues of a connection- 


Gaines' American wife was a Lawrence, whose family lived just - 
south of Isaac and Gaines. The newspaper account above indicates 
that Isaac married a Lawence daughter and not a Gaines. 


Isaac Ryan who made his will in Jasper County in 1851 had a land - 
claim in Jackson County as early as 1812, voted there in 1813, was a 
patron of a school in that county in 1818, and was listed in the census 
in that county as late as 1840. The tax rolls showed that he had nine 
slaves. 


His last will and testament filed in Jasper County in 1851 gave the - 
only outline of his family found anywhere: 
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Will of Isaac Ryan, 1851 


Executor, son George W. Ryan. Legatees: 

To George W. Ryan, 6 slaves and 480 acres of land in 
JacksonCounty. 

To Felix Ryan, son, two slaves. 

To Ann Jones, daughter, one slave.

To Isaac Ryan, grandson, one slave. 

To John Ryan, grandson, one slave. 

To Elizabeth Ryan, granddaughter, daughter of John Ryan, deal one 
slave.

To George W. Ryan, son, all residue of estate. 

Dated Sept. 8, 1851 


Jacob Ryan, the grandson named in the will, enlisted in County A, 
24th Miss. Infantry and served throughout the Civil War. His son, 
Isaac Peeples Ryan, has a complete roster of his father's company. 
The veteran lived to be 94 and is buried in Forrest County, and has a 
Confederate marker over his grave.

All of my ancestors came to the United States in the 1700s and settled primarily in 
Virginia, North & South Carolina and then emigrated (with many other families) through 
Georgia (WASHINGTON & HARRIS) and Alabama (MONROE & SUMTER Counties) 
to Southern Mississippi (JASPER, MARION, LAWRENCE, PIKE & WALTHALL 
Counties) and Eastern Louisiana (ST. HELENA, TANGIPAHOA & WASHINGTON 
Parish). 


The DAVID LANGSTON family arrived in Old Silver Creek, Lawrence County, 
Mississippi after 1820 and it was David who managed the trip to Mississippi from 
Georgia with his wife SARAH ASKEW. David and Sarah A. Langston built a home near 
the Bournham crossing at Dry Creek. David's son, GIDEON LANGSTON married 
MELVINA A. SANDERS and this couple built their home down a lane east of the Old 
Silver Creek Baptist Church and very near the St. Stephens Road. It was at this location 
that Gideon practiced his trade of wagon maker. DAVID LANGSTON is thought to be 
the descendant of TMOTHY LANGSTUN the Revolutionary soldier from 
NANSEMOND, VIRGINIA. 


ES In 1822, the JOHN CONNERLY family emigrated from North Carolina to the area of 
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Pike County Mississippi. The Conerly family has been well documented throughout this 
area. MAJOR OWEN CONERLY, son of JOHN CONERLY, married SUSAN TYNES 
and settled near the Marion and Pike County line, east of China Grove. MAJOR OWEN 

eee was a wheelwright, carriage maker and farmer, and was noted for keeping a large flock of 
goats. 


The ENOCH COURTNEY family came from South Carolina sometime before 1824, and 
lived in southern Mississippi in the Amite/Pike County area. BENIAMIN FRANKLIN 
COURTNEY, son of ENOCH, was a tall, slender man, and usually wore a short, cropped 
beard. He was very skillful in putting handles on knives made from bone or metal. 
Benjamin may have also served in the Bogue Chitto Guards under the 7th Mississippi 
Volunteer Infantry Regiment during the Civil War. Benjamin's son, LAFAYETTE 
COURTNEY was a planer at the Gullett Cotton Gin Company. THOMAS HENRY 
COURTNEY followed in his father's footsteps and was a machinist at the Gin Company 
with 50 years of service. 


The ELIAS MASSEY family came from KERSHAW COUNTY, SOUTH CAROLINA 
along with the CATO, HOLLEY, GRAHAM, ROBERTS, HENDRIX and many other 
families to Monroe County, Alabama after 1816. Elias is thought to be the son of 
ALSTON S. MASSEY and Grandson of ARTHUR MASSEY. Elias Massey was born in 
1792 in South Carolina and died after 1850 in Mississippi. ELIAS and his wife 
ELIZABETH raised their children in Monroe County, Alabama until about 1845 when 
they, along with their daughter, Mary Mahala and husband WILLIAM HENDRIX, and 
WILIAM and SARAH CATO moved to a small community outside Carthage, Mississippi 
known as Goshen. Elias' son, ALFRED CLARKE MASSEY along with his wife MARY 

Q JANE HOLLEY stayed behind in Monroe County until about 1851 when they relocated 
first to Yalobusha County, and later to Leake County. ALFRED CLARKE'S son, 
WILLIAM PERRY MASSEY was a Methodist minister and circuit rider and raised a 
large family in Rose Hill, MS.
